TIME  SPENT  IN  SEJM  ICE 
COUNTS  TOWAPi  RAISE 

COMPTROLLER  GENERAL  RULES 

The  Comptroller  General  has  ruled 
that  tine  spent  in  the  .military  must 
he  counted  tovard  a Ramspeck  in-grade 
promotion,  an  item  in  the  Octoher,  50 
Washington  Post  states. 

This  ruling  means  tha.t  most  employ- 
ees in  the  service  will- he  reinstated 
at  slightly  higher  salaries. 

The  decision  says,  in  part:  "Such 
an  employee,  upon  restoration  in 
accordance  with- the  act  to' the  former 
position  or  to  one  of  like  seniority, 
status,  and  pay  is  entitled  to  the 
salary  rate  he'  received  when  he  entered 
the  military  service,  plus  any  ad- 
vancement. to  i\rhich  he  would  have  been 
entitled 'ha.d . he  rem.ained  on  the  joh,"
